(Amended) An electronic circuit composing: 

a first electrode for electrical connection to an ionization detector system; 

a second electrode for electrical connection to the ionization detector system; 

a transformer electrically connected to the first electrode and to the second 
electrode for creating a spark between the first electrode and the second electrode; 

a DC voltage source electrically connected to a primary portion of the 
transformer; and 

a current monitor electrically connected to a primary portion of the 
transformer.
